FATHER S. Oh, no. A mixed-marriage: never takes place 
in the church at all; it is usually performed in the priest’s house, 
and is a cold quiet wedding. You see the Church merely tolerates 
these, and hence only permits what is necessary for a valid mar- 


riage. | 
MR. J. Did the Almighty Himself ever legislate against 
mixed-marriages ? 


FATHER S. Yes. He never permitted one of His chosen 
people in the Old Law to marry one who did not profess the Jewish 
religion: “Thou shalt not take of their daughters (unbelievers) a 
wife for thy son” (Exod. xxxiv, 16) ; “We have sinned against our 
God, and have taken strange wives” (Esd. x, 2). And if in the 
Old Law, when marriage was not a sacrament, mixed-alliances 
were forbidden, how much stronger is the reason against them 
now? 

MR. J. Since the duty of a Catholic parent is to bring up his 
children in the faith he regards as the true one, I was just wonder- 
ing what a risk there might be. should the Catholic parent die and 
leave little children for the non-Catholic to raise. 


FATHER S. That’s another good reason against mixed-mar- 
riages. 
MR. J. Is there any promise exacted of the non-Catholic in 


this respect ? 

FATHERS. Yes: before a dispensation may be granted for 
a mixed-marriage, the non-Catholic must sign an “Agreement” to 
allow the Catholic parent full ‘iberty in the practice of his or her 
religion, and to have the children baptized and raised Catholic.

PROTESTANT AND CATHOLIC LAY WORKERS. 

Sunday Schools in the Protestant churches have copied, 
to the greatest possible extent, the grade system in use in 
the schools to which we send our children every day. They 
have their “Cradle Roll,” which corresponds to the Kinder- 
garten or Primer Class; then they have their Primary De- 
partment, the Junior Department, the Intermediate Depart- 
ment, and the Adult Department. Each grade is taught by 
a different teacher, who must do his or her utmost to bring 
out all who are enrolled, and to build up the class by securing 
new recruits. Not only does this system exist, which is 
calculated to bring every church member, and many who are 
got church members, into a Sunday School class, but the 
church of one denomination will enter into an “attendance 
competition” with a church of another denomination having 
the same graded Sunday Schools. 

In the Catholic Church the layman is not given the same 
@pportunity to enlist in church work and to exercise his zeal. 
We are speaking of the rule, and not of the exception, because 
We are well aware that there are bands of lay-catechists in 
several of our large cities, who practically give up the whole 
Sunday to help others in adjacent rural communities or 
smal! towns. 

While there is no special] need for lay people to teach cate- 
chism in the parish church on Sunday, especially where 
parochial schools exist, and where there is a resident pastor, 
it were well if we had inquiry classes among adults in charge 
of a few well trained laymen. Not-only would the instructors 
be impelled to study the whole Catholic system and Catholic 
history, but the members of the inquiry class would, after 
some months, be posted on everything that pertains to their 
Church, and be armed with the proper answers to the ob- 
Jections which are so often raised against the Church. Pas- 
tors could not expect such classes to be large at the beginning. 
It were well if they were small, if ambitious boys and girls 
knocked for admission, with a desire of pursuing higher edu- 
cation in things religious. Even a few well-informed Catho- 
lic laymen and laywomen in every parish would make their 
influence felt on a community.

St. John says: “Who is a Har but he that denieth that 
Jesus is the Christ. He is a liar that denieth the Father 
and the Son.” 1 John 2:22. Protestants and Catholics should 
cooperate against the common enemy, “Rationalism,” against 
the international conspiracy, controlled by anti-Catholic 
leaders, to overthrow the supernatural.
